The tor­ 
nado moved from west to ('ast, cross­ 
ing the southern oxtrem ities of Louisi­ 
ana and Mississippi and striking into 
Alabam a for a short distance. 
Por­ 
tions of four towns were devastated 
dam age 
probably 
exceeding 
half a 
million was done, for In addition to 
the places in which the tornado mani­ 
fested fatal violence, the disturbance 
did general damage to property, crops 
and telegraph wires throughout Its 
300-inile course. 
The tornado began at Alexandria, 
La., 
instantly 
killing 
four 
persons 
there, probably fatally injuring three 
and seriously injuring thirteen others. 
Soon after it neared the Mississippi 
river, instantly killing five persons at 
Jackson, Louisiana, 
while at Bayou 
Sara, La., at least half a dozen others 
are reported killed. 
T here was one 
fatal injury at Jackson. 
The tornado 
next appeared at Carson, Miss., where 
g reat property dam age was done, and 
the last heard of it was near Selma, 
Ala., where the inhabitants saw whirl­ 
ing clouds rise into the air as they 
crossed the river. One death, a negro, 
was reported near Selma. 
Alexandria, a town of about 16,000 
Inhabitants, had a ft arful experience. 
W hen the tornado struck the electric 
lights went out, the cracking of fall­ 
ing buildings could br; heard above the 
noise of the wind, and vivid lightning 
flashes showed such sights as an emp­ 
ty Iron Mountain passenger train roll­ 
ing over and over. 
Immediately after 
the wind spent its violence a heavy 
hail-storm added to the general dis 
comfort. 
Luckily, the main portion of 
A lexandria escaped the worst of the 
tornado, which cut a path through the 
northern part of the town, a residence 
section. 
About a score of homes were 
completely wiped out, fifty were dam ­ 
aged and altogether about IRO build­ 
ings were seriously wrecked, including 
several business houses. 
The Iron 
Mountain railroad lost its roundhouse. 
A freak of the wind drove a small sec­ 
tion of a house into one of the empty 
passenger coaches, wedging the two 
alm ost ini xtrieably together. 
In the 
woods about the town the tornado cut 
down trees and small cabins In a nar­ 
row line about nine miles long. 
Sev­ 
eral houses were blown down at Pine­ 
ville, and injuries were reported. 
The 
hall did much dam age to crops. 
I 
Details are m eager from Jackson, 
La 
The Insane asylum there was al­ 
most wholly wrecked, with a loss of 
about $200,000. 
Many inm ates were 
injured. 
Two negroes w ere killed on 
a 
nearby plantation, 
while reports 
from the surrounding country indicate 
th a t there was probably more loss of 
life am ong negroes, whose flimsy cab­ 
ins tumbled on the heads of their oc­ 
cupants. 
At Bayou Sara the steam er Betsy 
Ann was reduced to alm ost a total 
wreck. 
While the breaking timbers 
both from the steam er and from the 
shore flew through the uir, the crew 
got all the passengers safely ashore. 
At (’arson, Miss., the next point the 
tornado struck, the Mississippi Cen­ 
tral railroad depot was blown down, 
also a church, schoolhouse and two 
business buildings and several cabins. 


Indianapolis, April 6.—It is learned 
th a t the big railroads of the country 
have decided to join In devising ways 
and means of getting around the two- 
cent fare la ^s 
enacted by various 
states in the East and middle West,

their inter-state rates to a two-cent 
basis. 
A conference of leading rail­ 
way lawyers was held in Chicago yes­ 
terday, when the subejct of keeping up 
through rates was discussed. 
From 
one of the conferees it was learned 
th a t a similar conference was held In 
W ashington early in February. 
The 
decision of the railroads to act to­ 
g ether in evading the law explains in 
part why more opposition has not been 
directed at the cheap fare legislation 
during its pendency. 
The railroads are failing back on the 
ruling of the interstate commerce com­ 
mission that whenever a through rate 
exceeds the sum of the local rates 
mad*- between interm ediate points the 
commission would regard it as prima 
facie evidence that the through rate 
is excessive and unreasonable and that 
the railroad would be required to fur­ 
nish proof to the contrary in order to 
maintain sinh a through rate. 
This 
ruling it is pointed out makes state 
laws have an effect on Interstate traf­ 
fic. 
The roads traversing Indiana and 
Michigan are preparing to make ef­ 
fective without delay the tw'o-cent rate 
on interstate truffle, but will not re ­ 
duce their rates on interstate traffic 
to a two-cent basis until some ruling 
is made that they should do so. 
In­ 
asm uch as the Hepburn rate law pro­ 
hibits 
any 
reduction 
in 
interstate 
rates except after thirty days’ notice 
to the commission, the roads will hide 
behind this in defending themselves 
for upholding rates higher than those 
determ ined by the two-cent basis.

signed yesterday by Governor Johnson 
and It will go into effect May I. 
The 
Indiana law will go Into effect som e 
tim e next week with the proclamation 
of the acts of th*- last legislature.
